| Béucational Matters. 


| ‘The following are extracts ftom a circular 
addressed to the public school teachers of 
North Hastings, by W. Mackintosh, I. P. 8., 
which will be found worthy ef perosal, not 
only by those to whom it is more particularly 
addressed, but by every parent and popil as 
well :— 


Atthe recent meeting of our Teachers’ 
Association, it was, after discussion, resolved 
to hold the Uniform Promotion and Review 
Examinations in March and November of 
each year. Incoming to thie decision, the 
members of the Convention were influenced 
by several reasuns, chief among which was a 
desire to extend the undoubted adyantages of 
these periodical tests to those older pupils 
who rarely return to school until January and 
who almost invariably leave early in the 

ing. It was felt, however, that this 
| not take effect until after June, 1880. 
In accordance with this determination, there 
will, therefore, be no Uniform Promotion 
Examination during the fall of the current 
year. The firet examination, after Jane, will 
be held in March, 1890. I am in entire 
sympathy with the change, . believing that it 
will mach enbance the usefulness of the 
examinations. 

In every school, Hygiene and Temperance 
should be taught, more especially to the 
Second and more advanced classes. 

In 1888, 8 pamphlet prepared with great 
care and embodying some of the fruit of the 
thought and experience of many years was 
placed in each of ourschools. It contains « 
detailed gourse of study and suggestions and 
instractions for the teacher. It is scarcely 
necessary, I suppose, for me to remind 
teachers that they are expected, in their 
teaching, to be guided by this course of study. 


ferred to. Of course, the promotion, and my 
own, examinations will be based upon it. 

During 1888, I was gratified to notice a 
marked increase in the number of teachers 
who conformed to the regulations relating to 
Public School Examinations and Time Tables. 
I haye a strong disinelination to speak in a 
fault-finding or imperative manner. For the 
intelligent and courteous, a suggestion is al- 
ways sufficient. I may, however, be premitted 
to say that each teacher binds himself by his 
contract with his Trustees to teach and con- 
duct his school in accordance with the regul- 
ations of the Education Department and that 
it is my duty to take such steps as may be 
necessary to ensure the honest execution of 
this agreement. 

As we have now, im North Hastings, a 
well-equi and efficient High School, and 
asa second will be established in August, I 
would teachers to give, as far ss this can 
be done without injury to other echolars, in- 
creased attention to their Senior Fourth 
classes and to the preparation of pupils for 
the Examination for Admission to High 
Schools. Ft is understood that, after 1889, 
there will be but one Entrance Examination 
yearly (at midsummer). 

Because ot its great importance in connec- 
tion with the affairs of business and social life, 
as well as on account of its value as an instra- 
ment of intellectual development, the subject 
of Language (including Grammar and Compo- 
sition) merits, and should receive, increased 
attention in our schools. During the whole 
of a child’s school life, from his jirst school 
day until the close of his Jast school Gay. 
constant and persistent efforts should 
be made to develop and properly cul. 
tivate his powers ofexpression. The exercises 
in nearly all, if not all, the subjects of the 
school curriculum should be, also, exercises 
in Langnage” No lesson in Literature, 
History, Geography, Hygiene, Objects &c., 

should be considered as completed until the 
facts and incidents learned have been em- 
bodied in a composition. Valuable as is the 
abiffty to express, with ense and clearness, 
| one’s thoughts in writing, it can scarcely be

doubted that, for the majority of Canadians, 
the ability to give oral expression to his 
thoughts is even more useful. and necessary. 
For this reason, daily and hourly attention 
shonld be given to oral composition. By 
roming sentence-answers and oral repreduc- 
tions and reswmes of lessons taught or read, 
much goodwill be done. Special attention 
should be given to letter-writing. 
As all parents and guardians of your pupils 
contribute, directly or indirectly, to the 
financial support-of the schools, and as none 
of us are gifted with such prescience as to 
‘ enable us to say whbt potentialities of moral 
| and intellectual power are in our scholars, 
| each of them should receive a fair share of 
Prgekoat If, unfortunately, handicapped 

by weak or slowly-developing faculties, by 
uncultured and oni 
age, by irregular attendance, or by other causes, 
his “Progress is slower than that of his more 
highly-favored schoolmates, he needs, and 
should receive, more attention and better 

teaching. In their anxiety to get, by the 
| advancement made by their bool proofs of 
their efficiency, not a few teachers (perhaps, 
in the greater number of instances, uncon- 
sciously) give their best gifts of time and 
teaching to those who need them least. 
Little credit is due to a teacher for the progress 
of hie bright pupils. Guidance and some 
incitement are almost all such need- The 
skill of the true xeacher is shown by the 
intellectual and moral development of his 
duller scholars. To label a boy as dull, care- 
less, or indolent does not relieve us of legal 
and moral responsibility for his education. 
It increases it. It ia, if deserved, a proof that

A Cheese Case, 

A judgement was given by the full court at 
Toronto this week, of importance to dairymen 
generally and to those who were fined Jast 
season in particular, The action was entitled 
Regina v. Wason, of Peterboro, and was made 
a teat case to decide the power of the Ontario 
Legistature to pasa the cheese factory act 
submitted by A. F. Wood, M. P. P., North 
Hastings. Defendant was fined for supplying 
skimmed milk to cheese factories. It was 
held by the higher court, Street, J., disenting 
that the cheese factory act (cap $2, 51 Vic) is 
ultra vires of the legislature of Ontario, on 
the ground that it comes within the class of 
criminal law, excluaive jurisdiction in which 
is reserved to the parliament of the Dominion 
by sec. 91, paragraph 27, of the British North 
American\ Act.

To the Editor of Tae Revrew - 


Stk,— Probably it would not be out of 
om at this stage of the proceedings of the 
iNaye Council to draw the attention of the 
ratepayers to some gross irregularrties perpet- 
rated by the Cross.Wright administration, 
whether through Iack of knowledge or 
whether acting in a defiant mode I know not 
—but surely abetted by such superior legal 
talent as has surrounded them it is not be- 
cause they are not thoroughly conversant 
with the Municipal Act. Now, Mr, Editor, 
firstly, among the greargee: duties of a 
new council you will find that the Statute 
distinetly compels that body to appoint the 
anditors at inauguration. 1 will quote the 
section with regard to this :—‘*Every council 
shall at the first meeting thereof in every 
year appoint two anditors, one of whom shall 
such person as the head of the council 

nominates, &c., &c.’*—36, v. c. 48, «, 20. 
Haye this body aeted in compliance with 
the above act? Emphatically no, not until 
the second meeting of counel were any ap- 
pointments made. Secondly the statute re- 
quires a councillor for an incorporated village 
to have property qualification, which section 
reads ; “‘The persons qualified to be elected 
mayors, aldermen, etc., of'any municipality 
shall be such persons as reside within the 
municipality or within two miles thereof,and 
are natural born or naturalized subjects of 
Her Majesty and males of the full age of 
twenty-one years and have at the time of the 
election in their own or in the right of their 
wives as proprietors or tenants a legal or 
equitable {reehold or leasehold or partly 
leasehold and partly freehold, or partly Jegal 
and partly equitable rated in their own names 
on the last revised assessment roll of the 
municipality, to at least the value following 
(for incorporated villages) freehold to six- 
hundred dollars or Jeasehold to twelve hundred 
dollars.’’ The Statute not only requires the 
above but forms an affidavit to be administer. 
ed by the clerk to each councillor before tak- 
ing his place, which Declaration reads,—I 
A, Z. do solemnly declare that I am a natural 
born subject of Her Majesty, and have and 
had to my own use and benefit in my own 
right at the time of my election te the office 
of councillor, hereinafter referred to such an 
estate as does qualify me to act in the said 
office for the village of Madoe and that sneh 
estate at the time of my election was of the 
value of at least six hundred dollars over and 
above all charges, liens and incumbrances 
affecting the same. Can all onr village fathers 
conscientiously swallow this oath? ifso they 
must have avery elastic conscience. Now 
sir, 1 do not write this for the purpose of 
comparing the respective councils of °88 and 
"89, as the dispsrity is too apparent, but will 
not the supporters-of the present head of the 
council rue the day the exchange was made, 
when they cast off a faithfal servant of the 
people, one who did not legislate in a mere 
dictatory perfunctory manner, but who earnest- 
ly enquired into the wants of the people and 
who labored not unavailable in the interests 
of the town, morally, intellectually and ma- 
terially, for one who acts indifferent and who 
goes through his duties merely asa matter of 

form.

Drak Sirn,—Repeatedly do we see dis- 
cussed the causes cf merchantile failures ; 
especially in the grocery trade. Now, it may 
not be generally known, for seldom has al- 
lusion been made to the fact, that retail 
grocers make less money than their dry goods 
contemporaries, -Itis an acknowledged fact 
that the complaints of inability to make a 
fair living are much more common among 
grocers than among retail merchants in any 
The trouble is not in 
the deficiency of items handled, so much as 
in the matter of prices, which are placed too 
low to give a fair living profit ; and the larger 
the assortment of goods carried may be a 
weakness, in consequence of more numerous 
opportunities for losing money, rather than a 
benefit, for the chances are more favorable in 
a stock comprising but a few of the best pay- 
ing goods. The Merchant's Review, of a re-

Of course some grocers 
make money, but not to the extent that the 
variety of articles handled would goed to 
warrakkt ; while the majority of retail grocers 
barely make a good living. Is there no way 
of bettering this condition of things? The 
principal cause of the trouble being due to 
low prices, the retail grocers everywhere 
should organize and inaugurate a movement 
to raise the price of staple groceries toa uni- 
form profit level. An organization of this 
kind would prevent the wholesale cutting of 
prices indulged in by some retailers, who 
would not otherwise be able to compete at all. 
Let those older in the business take the lead in 
the matter.

The country receives many immigrants-from 
abroad, particularly from Italy, Germany, 
England, and other European countries. 
Brazil-has shared in this development, since 
the abolition of slavery in that country, 
many thousands of Europeans having settled 
in the southern aad cooler 

The development of the Argentine Re. 
putlic during the last few years is quite. as 
remarkable, taking the number of its people 
into account, as the growth of the United 
States haw been. This republic takes its 
name “* Argentine,” or silver, from the River 
de la Plata, which means silver. The name 
is 9 mistake, it was given to the river by 
Sebastian Cabot, who, when he bestowed i 
fancied that he was on the other side of the 
continent, and that the river came from the 
silver regions of Potosi, i 

The republic is made up of tourteen self- 
governing provinces or states, and nine ter- 
ritories, It extends over almost thirty-five 
degrees of latitude, from within the tropics 
to the cold regions of Tierra del Fa 0, and 
over twenty degrees of longitude. Its area 
is almost one million two hundred thousand 
equare miles, or more than one-third of the 

nited States. The Argentine Republic is 
said to be as large as Great Britain, [reland, 
Germany, Aanile, trance, Italy and Spain 
together. 

Baenos Ayres, the capital, has four hun- 
dred and seventy-two thousand inhabitants, 
and is a rich, progressive, and cultivated 
city. It possesses several railways running 
to the interior. One railway extends across 
the republic towards Valparaiso in Ohili, 
but the Chilian Government does not permit 
the short railroad necessary to complete the 
trans-continental line to be constructed. 

The European immigration to the Argen- 
tine Republic during 1886 was more than 
one hundred and twelve thousand, and 
during the thirty years from 1857 to 1886, 
more than one million immigrants’ arrived 
in the country. About sixty per cent. of 
the immigrants came from Italy, chiefly 
from the northern provinces of that country, 
and the others are of various European na- 
tionalities, including Frencamen, Germans 
and English. 

The entire population of the republic at 
the present time is about four million, so 
that the present immigration to Argentina is 
greater in proportion to the population of the 
country than the immigration to the United 
States; and the future of the country is 
likely to be influenced by it toa more mark. 
ed extant. 

So far from discouraging the advent of 
these Europeans, the Argentines, the great- 
er of whose country is still unsettled 
and undeveloped, do all they can to encour- 
ageit. They board and lodge the new-com- 
era in government hotel upon their arrival, 
and for seversl days ofterward, and then 
forward them to colonies in the interior, 
where they are given a tract of land free, 
is done to facilitate their

Duelling Among Students. 


The following interesting description of one 
phase of German student life has been written 
for Tne Revirw by Mr. Will. F. Wood, (von 
of A. F. Wood, M. P. P., of Madoe,) who 
at present pursuimg his medical studies in 
Bertin, Germany :— 

‘The sir of secreey which pervades when

While the 
principals were being dressed, and their 
aword-arms and throats being padded, I had 
excellent opportunities to examine the sabres, 
and to haye achat with the referee. The 
awords- are slightly curved'in blade and very 
sharp, heavy, and with an enormous iron 
tilt-guard—altogether a murderous looking 
weapon, They had been sharpened for the 
occasion, I believe. On talking with the 
referee, he told me that the duel was the 
result of an altercation, during which one of 
the principals challenged the other’s word. 
Satisfaetion was demanded, sabres were sug- 
gested, and the willing little servant of the 
Landsmannschaft Normannia was sent to 
grind the swords which have braved, for forty 
years, the battles of that warlike, but exceed- 
ingly good-hearted corps. 

The surgeons having. arrived, and the 
duellists having been gloved and padded, the 
seconds measured the groand. Each com- 
batant was to take his stand within reach 
(with his sword-point) of his opponent’s 
breast. Everything being ready, their swords 
were given them, and they took their places; 
the reteree, taking off histuat, stated the cause 
and conditions of the duel, and received from. 
each. privcipal a statement that reconciliation, 
was past; the seconds advanced and shook 
hands, the duellists bowed to each other and 
raised their sabres ; the-seconds crossed their 
sworda in the centre; the referee showted: 
‘In gaard,"’ and the dogs of war were unslipt. 
The blades whistled through the air and. 
clashed im a second, but both men were ex- 
pert swordsmen, and acted upon the offensive

Wounds received in 
the course/of the duel could not be dressed 
until the fighting was declared over, although 
each surgeon waa allowed to examine his man 
at the time of his reeeiying o wound, and, if 
necessary, to stop’. the duel, owing to its 
severity.) Upon erdssing swords in the fifth 
round it was apparent that both men were 
becoming angry—their blades cut the air 
more savagely, and drew sparks whenever 
they met; aftera few seeonds of finished 
fencing, both combatants received wounds— 
ong, across the bridge of the nose, the other 
on the forearm. The sight of a little blood 
seemed according to the eternal fitness of 
things, for the men began to deliver their cuts 
with more rapidity, and to draw closer to 
gether. The rounds went by rapidly, the 
white clothes began to bear evidences that 
duelling among students is not romance, and 
the perspiration streamed down the face of 
the men. A second savage-looking wound 
upon the sword-arm partly disabled one of 
the combatants, but the thirtieth round was 
fast approaching, and he held his ground, 
When each round requires all a man’s avail- 
able energy, it follows that during ade), the 
strength is quite exhausted, so when the 
referee called upon the seconds to cross the 
principal's swords one could see that it wns 
time.
